m atter of fact w a n t lier people In C ali­ 
fornia or th e H aw aiian Islands. 
She 
prefers to have them in Korea. M an­ 
churia and Form osa, w h e re they will 
be building up th e Ja p a n e se empire. 
A nother reason given is th a t with 
w ar im pending in Europe it is im pos­ 
sible for J a p a n to finance a w a r at 
present. 
T h e B alkan w a r lins been a 
drain upon the resources of th e world, 
and these m oney holders do not w a n t 
to spend any more for w a r until they 
are assured th a t the Interest will bo 
forthcoming. 
And yet there are others less sa n ­ 
guine. 
T here are m any people w ho 
wish th a t a t least half of tile big b a t­ 
tleships w ere on th* Pacific coast and 
th at there w as som ew here an adequate 
coal supply for a fleet there. 


Pressure on the Senate. 
W hen it becomes a p p aren t th a t the 
U nderwood 
tariff bill 
is 
not to be 
am ended in any im portant p articu lar 
there will be considerable pressure on 
tile senate for ending th e discussion 
ami getting the bill to i i vote 
Already 
m any business men a re saying they 
w ant the tariff settled as quickly as 
possible so th a t they can pass on to 
their affairs, know ing ju s t w h a t to ex ­ 
pect. 
O f course the senate is not alw ays 
to in- hurried by outside pressure, and 
senators resent criticism s of th at sort, 
yet the sen ate often heeds public opin­ 
ion while g rum bling about the m ann er 
in which it has been brought to bear. 


Would Not Be Pleased. 
Victor Murdock still insists th at the 
people would not be pleased lf they 
knew how a tariff bill is umde an d how 
little tile m em bers who represent them 
actually have to do w ith it except to 
vote for it. 
He pointed to tile lack of 
Interest in the debate as an exam ple of 
bad legislation. 
But. u tte r nil. the m ethods have little 
to do w ith the people. 
T h ere was, of 
course, a trem endous howl against C a n ­ 
nonism. and it went to the ex ten t of 
m aking m any people believe th at Uncle 
Joe was a “ bad" man, w hen as a m a t­ 
ter of fuct he w as really the most pop­ 
ular m an in the house. 
But tile people 
did not like th e tariff hill he helped to 
put through 
It was w hat they got 
th a t m ade them sort}, not how it w as 
done. 
Congressional methods, so long 
us they nre indorsed by a m ajority, will 
n e v e r distu rb tile people much.

AT MINNEAPOLIS 


Husband Wounds Wile and Baby 
and Kills Himself. 


Minneapolis. 
May 
8.— D iscouraged 
over his inability to work and a vic­ 
tim of the w hite plague H e n ry Beck, 
tw enty-tw o y ea rs old, shot and serio us­ 
ly wounded his wife and seven-m onths 
old son. then shot himself. 
He died 
alm ost instantly.

Beck was discharged a week ago

workhouse,

drink and despondency for the crime. 
N eighbors heard th e shots at tho 
Beck home and notified th e police. De­ 
tectives were sen t to th e district to 
w atch for Beck, the police being un­ 
aw are th a t he had ended his own life. 
W hen they arrived at th e home they 
w ere confronted by a ghastly sight.

IIE will of the late J. P. Mor- 
gun, which recently was filed 
for probate in New York, is 
a remarkable and interesting 
document in several respects. 
It be­ 
gins with a declaration of the great 
financier's faith In redemption through 
Christ, revealing a side of his nature 
known to none but bis Intimate friends. 
By verbal short cuts it makes l>e- 
quests amounting to millions, and yet 
it in no way hints at an answer to the 
question so frequently asked. “What 
was the extent of the Morgan for­ 
tune?" 
The wdll was made Jan. 4, 1913. 
A 
codicil of no great significance was 
added Jan. 0. 
The following day Mr. 
Morgan sailed for Europe, never to re­ 
turn alive. 
In providing methodically—and lav­ 
ishly—for his wife, his children, rela­ 
tives, friends, clerks and servants Mr. 
Morgan wove Into the will his Inten­ 
tion that the Morgan money mantle 
should descend upon his son, J. P. Mor­ 
gan, Jr., and then on his grandson, 
Junius Spencer Morgan. Jr. 


Art Works to Son. 
The wonderful Morgan collections 
of art treasures, paintings, potteries 
and sculptures are bequeathed to the 
son. 
But, though the bequest Ls ab­ 
solute, so far as the legatee’s right to 
retain the collection ls concerned, the 
wish is expressed that the new bend 
of the house of Morgan make the same 
public disposition as his father had 
he lived to carry through his plans. 
So also In the charitable as well as the 
artistic and financial Interests of his 
father is J. P. Morgan, Jr., the chief 
heir. 
The executors and trustees of the 
estate are J. P. Morgan, Jr., William 
Pierson Hamilton and Herbert L. Bat­ 
teries, Mr. Morgan’s son-ln-Law, and 
Lewis Cass Ledyard. 
The disposition of the vast Morgan 
fortune can be summed up briefly as 
follow**, the order in which the names 
and bequests appear being the same 
as that of the will:

Thought of Public. 
Tho specific language of the will re­ 
garding the disposition of the great art 
collection is as follows: 
"Article 32.—I have been greatly in­ 
terested for many years In gathering 
my collections of paintings, miniatures, 
porcelains and other works of art, and 
it has been ray desire and Intention to 
make some suitable disposition 
of 
them or of such portions of them as 1 
might determine which would render 
them permanently available for the in­ 
struction and pleasure of the Ameri­ 
can people.

"Should either my said son or my 
said grandson thus succeed to the own­ 
ership of those collections I hope ho 
will he able in such manner as he shall 
think best to make a permanent dispo­ 
sition or front time to time permnnent 
dispositions of them or of such portions 
of them as he may determine, which 
will be a substantial carrying out of 
the intentions which I have thus cher­ 
ished. 
It would he agreeable to me to 
have ’the Morgan memorial,’ which 
forms a portion of the property of the 
Wadsworth athenaeum at Hartford. 
Conn., utilized to effectuate a part of 
this purpose. 
"1 do not, however, by the expression 
of these wishes Intend to Impose upon 
my said son or my said grandson any 
duty or obligation, legal or moral, nor 
to qualify in any manner or in any de­ 
gree his absolute and unqualified own­ 
ership of said collections should they 
pass to him under thLs will." 


Sisters Get Nothing.

1913. do 
hereby make, publish and declare this 
codicil to my Raid will: 
"I do hereby revoke the thirteenth 
article of my said will whereby I be­ 
queathed a legacy to my friend Mary 
G. Mcllvnine, nnd in lieu thereof 1 
hereby make the following provision 
tor her: I direct my executors to set 
apart a sum which In their judgment 
shall be sufficient, under all probable 
contingency, to yield a net annual 
income of twenty-five thousand dollars 
($25,0<X)), nnd I giv<» nnd bequeath such 
sum unto my executors and trustees 
in trust, to collect and receive the in­ 
come thereof, and to pay over out of 
said income the» sum of twenty-five 
thousand dollars ($25,0001 per annum. 
In equal quarterly installments, unto 
my said friend Mary G. Mcllvaine. 
during he*r natural life. 
"I authorize my said executors and 
trustees. If in their judgment tho same 
shall seem prudent and desirable, in 
lieu of setting apart said trust fund, 
to accept the bond or obligation of my 
son. John I’ierpont Morgan. Jr.. if he 
shall survive me. and if not, then the 
bond or obligation of my grandson, 
Junius Spencer Morgan.

Some echoes in their mystic charac­ 
ter wou ld seem to approach the do­ 
main of psychic phenomena, which are 
eliciting so mu ch and su ch pu zzled a t­ 
tention. 
One of these ghostly trick s 
of sou nd Ls to be fou nd in the gardens 
of 
A u s 
Kochers 
in 
France, 
which 
was once the residence of Mine, do 
Sevigne. 
The chateau is situ ated near 
the old town of Vitre. 
A broad gravel 
walk on a dead level condu cts throu gh 
the gardens to the hou se. 
In the cen­ 
ter of this. 
011 a particu lar spot, the 
listener is placed at the distance of 
ten or twelve yards from another per­ 
son. who addresses him in a low and 
almost inau dible whisper, when imme­ 
diately, as from tens of thou sands of 
Invisible tongu es, starting from the 
earth beneath, or as if every pebble 
was gifted with powers of speech, the 
words are repented with a slight hiss­ 
ing sou nd, not u nlik e the whirling of 
small shot throu gh the air. 
On remov­ 
ing from this spot, however trilling 
the distance, the Intensity of the repeti­ 
tion is sensibly diminished and within 
a few feet ceases to he heard. 
Under 
the impression that the grou nd beneath 
was hollow the soil was recently du g 
u p to a considerable depth, bu t with­ 
ou t discovering u ny clew to the mys­ 
tery. 
Althou gh the weird echoes of statu ­ 
ary hnll in the capitol at Washington 
have been somewhat su bdu ed since the 
stru ctu ral tu odideations of the roof, 
they still hau nt the chamber which 
was once the hou se of representatives. 
The capitol gu ides u sed to tak e great 
pride in the mysteriou s echoes of stat­ 
u ary hnll, and they deplore their par­ 
tial elimination. 
It will he recalled 
( h^' many that there Is a flagstone in 
j tiio floor of the hnll mark ed by a small 
black hole abou t as large u s an u m­ 
brella end, on which, if a person stood 
and u ttered a word, he heard a repeti­ 
tion of his voice proceeding apparently 
from the basement of the bu ilding ju st 
below him. 
An appreciable interval 
elapsed between the u tterance of the 
sou nd and its echo, a circu mstance 
that rendered the effect almost u n­ 
canny. To lau gh was to prove a mock ­ 
ing rejoinder, and many persons, say 
the gu ides, were persu aded that a trick 
was being played on them 
The same 
effect was noticeable on tlint part of 
the floor adjacent to the flagstone men­ 
tioned. Imt the farther away from the 
latter the less distinct became the 
echo u ntil, at a certain distance, it was 
not perceptible at all. 
Some of the most cu riou s and beau ­ 
tifu l echoes in the world are to be 
heard In the I.u rnv caverns, which nre 
only a few hou rs* Jou rney from W ash­ 
ington. 
Nu merou s of the hu ge stalag­ 
mites here, when only gently stru ck , 
give forth tones that in some instances 
resemble the chiming of great, sweet 
toned I tells or a long melodic note lik e 
tiint of a chu rch organ. 
A famou s vio­ 
linist Is said, when visiting Washington, 
to have Jou rneyed to I.u ray in order to 
test the effect of the playing of ills in­ 
stru m ent amid the singu lar acou stic 
su rrou ndings. 
Tho tones of the violin 
are described as having been wonder­ 
fu lly enhanced both In Hweetnoss and 
in volu me. 
Among the wonderfu l r<» ck forma- \ 
tions of the far west, notably in the 
Grand Canyon of the Colorado, are said 
to lu rk many marvelou s echoes. 
The 
sam e is tru e of the great Niagara J 
gorge, and. thou gh few are aware of 1 
the fact, it is said that any one Jou r- I 
neying to the falls and tak ing In the 
gorge—n su perb piece of natu ral seen- j 
ery in itself—will is* well rewarded 
by stopping at Inspiration Point, walk j 
ing forward to the edge of the cliff 
and here waiting u ntil the first train, 
on nearing the level crossing, blows 
Its whistle. The sou nd is cau ght u p by 
mu ltitu dinou s echoes u ntil one wou ld 
fancy that it was resou nding throu gh 
the u niverse. 
One of the most famou s echoes is to | 
be heard in Woodstock park , Oxford ( 
shire. F.nglnnd. which is said to re­ 
peat seventeen syllables by day and , 
twenty by night. 
Althou gh this state- 1 
ment is to be fou nd in variou s stand- . 
ard textbook s and treatises on the 
su bject, it has lately been contradict- j 
ed l>v an Investigator, who remark s. !

Some echoes in their mystic charac­ 
ter would seem to approach the do­ 
main of psychic phenomena, which are 
eliciting so much und such puzzled at­ 
tention. 
One of these ghostly tricks 
of sound is to be found in the gardens 
of Aux 
Rochers in 
France, which 
was once the residence of Mine. de 
Sovigne 
Tile chateau Is situated near 
the old town of Vitro. 
A broad gravel 
walk on a dead level conducts through 
the gardens to the house. 
Iii the cen­ 
ter of this, on a particular spot. the 
listener is placed at the distance of 
ten or twelve yards from another per­ 
son. who addresses him in a low and 
almost inaudible whisper, when imme­ 
diately, as from tens of thousands of 
Invisible tongues, starting from the 
earth beneath, or as if every pebble 
was gifted with powers of speech, the 
words are repeated with a slight hiss­ 
ing sound, not unlike Hie whirling of 
small shot through the air. On remov­ 
ing from this spot, however trilling 
the distance, the intensity of the repeti­ 
tion is sensibly diminished and within 
a few feet censes to be benni. 
Under 
the Impression that the ground beneath 
was hollow the soil was recently dug 
up to a considerable depth, but with­ 
out discovering any clew to the mys­ 
tery. 
Although the weird echoes of statu­ 
ary hall In the capitol at Washington 
have been somewhat sulidued since the 
structural modifications of the roof, 
they still haunt the chamber which 
was once the house of representatives. 
The capitol guides used to take great 
pride in the mysterious echoes of stat­ 
uary hall, and they deplore their par­ 
tial elimination. 
It will lie recalled 
j by many that there Is a flagstone in 
i tho door of the hall marked by a small 
black hole about as large us un um­ 
brella end, on which, lf a person stood 
and uttered a word, he heard a repeti­ 
tion of his voice proceeding apparently 
from the basement of the building just 
below bim. 
An appreciable interval 
; elapsed between the utterance of the 
sound and Its echo. a circumstance 
that rendered the effect almost un­ 
canny. To laugh was to prove a mock­ 
ing rejoinder, and many persons, say 
the guides, were persuaded that a trick 
was being played on them 
The same I 
effect was noticeable on flint part of 
the floor adjacent to the flagstone men­ 
tioned. but the farther away from the 
latter the less distinct became the 
echo until, at a certain distance, it was 
not perceptible at all. 
Some of the most curious and beau­ 
tiful echoes in the world are to be 
heard in the Luray caverns, which are 
only a few hours’ journey from Wash­ 
ington. 
Numerous of the huge stalag­ 
mites here, when only gently struck. 
give forth tones that In some instances 
resemble the chiming of great, sweet 
toned India or a long melodic note like 
that of a church organ. 
A famous vio­ 
linist Is said. when visiting Washington, 
to have Journeyed to Luray in order to 
test tin* effect of the playing of his in­ 
strument amid the singular acoustic 
surroundings. 
The tones of the violin 
are described as having been wonder­ 
fully enhanced both in sweetness aud 
in volume. 
Among tile wonderful rock forma­ 
tions of the far west, notably in the 
Grand Canyon of the Colorado, are said 
to lurk many marvelous echoes. 
The 
same is true of the great Niagara 
gorge, and, though few are aware of 
the fact, it is said that any one Jour­ 
neying to tile falls and taking in the 
gorge—a superb piece of natural scen­ 
ery in itself—will be well rewarded j 
by stopping at Inspiration Point, walk , 
lug forward to the edge of the cliff 
and here waiting until the first train, | 
on nearing the level crossing, blows 
its whistle. The sound is caught tip by 
multitudinous echoes until one would ; 
fancy that it was resounding through 
the universe. 
One of the most famous echoes is to i 
lie heard in Woodstock park, Oxford | 
shire. England, which is said to re , 
peat seventeen syllables by day and i 
twenty by night. 
Although this state- ! 
meiit is to be found in various stand­ 
ard textbooks and treatises on the 
subject, it has lately been contradict­ 
ed by an investigator, who remarks, 
however, that the diminution of this 
classic echo is probably due to the re­ 
moval of various buildings in its neigh­ 
borhood 
A most striking interior echo is a 
feature of the Mormon tabernacle In 
Salt Lake City 
When this hall Is 
empty and quiet tile ring of a pin fall­ 
ing o t i the floor can be hoard from all 
points, and even tin* faint, rasping 
son ml produced by rubbing the hands 
together is perfectly audible from one 
end of tin* building to the other 
In the cathedral of Girgenti. in Sic­ 
ily. the slightest whisper is borne with 
perfect distinctness from the region of 
the great door to a location in the up­ 
per part of the church about 250 feet 
distant 
Although acoustics would seem to j 
account satisfactorily for many echoes, i 
there yet remains much that is nays- J 
tenons and baffling concerning them.— ; 
I'. Y. Collins in Chicago Record-Her- , 
ald.
